Engliflh News. 

By the arrival of ihu Sierra Ne»ada we 
have English dntes to August 17, bliiog three 
weeks later than our last. 

The oummeroial treaty between -England 
and Belgium has b«ea concladed and oom- 
munioated to the Belgian Chamber of Ilep- 
losentatives. In substance it ratifies' the 
complete assimilation of the two flags in all 
national relations and transactions and the 
reciprocal suppression of transit dues. The 
Daily News says : The Belgian tariff is 
hence luodified in a sense sitniliir to that of 
France. In aotno instances our exports are 
placed upon even a better footing than tliey 
are in the ports of France ; in soine lew 
oases, they will have fur the present to sub- 
mit to differential duties loss favorable than 
their French rivals are subjected to. 4t the 
end of three years the principle of reciprocity, 
it may be said, will be in practical operation 
between England, Franca and Belgium 
respectively. 

Mr. Sooli Russoll has recently been mak- 
ing a formidable attack upon the Adpniralty. 
His extensive experience in Gvorjihiiig''oon- 
necied with iron, ship-building arid iron- 
plateii vessels of war entitles him to be con- 
sidered as no mean nniagonist in such a 
contest. The bill of iiidictineiit embraces 
the following formidable charges: "Since 
the efficiency of armour ships became prac- 
tically established by experience the Ad- 
miralty have expended on the materiel of 
the nay j] iMrty,\milHons, and nearly the 
whole of this has been expended on com- 
bustible wooden sliips, known to be useless 
as engines of war and pro\cd to bo unten- 
able against horixonlal shell lire." And, 
adds the European Times, Mr. Scult IIusbbH 
proceeds to establisti tliis stiitemenl by a 
series of facts to which there can be no 
reply. 

The failure has been announced of Messrs. 
Richard Rostron k Co., an old and respect- 
able firm of Manchester, carrying on an ex- 
teiiaive business with Brazil. It is slated 
that ■ their liabilities on nc^^eplancc of 
draiights from Brazil, are X271,U00. The 
Dublin Evenvvj Mail aanounces the death 
of Profeasor O'Curry, an eminent Irish 
scholar. This event, followins; so closely 
upon that of his co-laborer, B. O. Uonovan, 
will be an irremediable loss to Celtic litera- 
ture. Both were employed by the Govern 
nent in traoaoribing and preparing for pub- 
lication the ancient Dahlia law manuscripts 
of Ireland. • ; 

By a recent act of Parliament, copy-right 
ot photographs, drawings, and piiintiiij;?, is 
vested in the artist for jus life, and seven 
■years afier his death. 

The Liverpool Chamber of Commerce 
have pablished their half-yearly report. A 
number of topics of great interest to com- 
mercial men are discussed in it ; and among 
them we find reference to the necesFity of a 
better postal communication between Eng- 
land and the Colonies of British Columbia 
and Vancouver Island, via Panama, It is to 
be hoped that the matter will not be al 
lo^jved^.tou'drop at .'that; but that English 
merchants will push the question to its le^ 
gitimate development. The great increase 
of trade between tliis Island and England, 
and the growing importance of commercial 
relations Ijelwecn ttie two countries are be 
coming every day more apparent, and can- 
not be long allowed to suffer from such a 
drawback as our present irregular mail 
system. 

Speaking ot the Queen's Speech, the 
European Times nays: ''One ot llie most 
barren sessions of modern times has been 
brought In a close by one.of the most efleot- 
ive and best written prorogation speeches 
wo have read for many a year.. In propor- 
tion as the session was bankrupt in deeds, 
the best has been made of the Bborlcoming 
by an admirable parailc of words ; and 
while there is little to ailmire in the pro- 
ceedings of the assembled wisdom of the 
nation, between the beginning of February 
and the earli^ part of August, 1862, the his- 
tory is told in the speech in terras which 
show how much can bo made of little, and 
the dimensions to which a grain of mustard 
seed can be expanded." The ctiief topics 
which make up the speech are the zeal and 
patriotic spirit of the Vuluuteer Forces, and 
the inilitary efficienoy they have attained ; 
the kindly intornatiunal intercourse which 
has' subsisted between Her Majesty's sub- 
jects and the numerous foreigiiera visiting 
the United Kingdom this year; Her Majesty's 
assent to an act for carrying into effect the 
treaty concluded with the President of the 
United States for the suppression of the 
slave trade ; the extension of education 
among the poorer classes ; the distress of the 
manufacturing districts, and the fortitude 
with which it has been borne; the new act 
for rendering more easy the transfer of 
land — which by the way is the most import- 
ant measure of the session — and the act for 
the better regulation ot merchant shipping. 
In the speech to the Lords allusion is made 
to the civil war in America, and it is de- 
clared that " Jler Majesty having from the 
outset detci-miried to lako no part in the 
contest, has seen no reason to depart iVoiji 
the neutrality to which she ha.s so steadil'y 
adhered.'' The disturbances of the frontier 
provinces of the Turkish Empire ; the war 
in China, and the commercial treaty with 
the King of the Belgians, are also referred 
to. Her Majesty's relations with forei^'n 
powers are declared to bo friendly and satis- 
factory, and Her Majesty trusts there is no 
danger of any disturbance of the peace of 
Europe. 

The cotton famine atill engages the atten- 
tion of commercial nnd public men. The 
improvidence of manufacturers in neglecting 
to provide for the contingency ■which has 
operated so grievously towards the inhabit- 
aiits of the manufacturing districts, is sharply 
oriticiBed ID the public prints. A comparison 
is institiited between the present distress and 
the Irish polnto famine. One of the London 
papers shows "that five millions of Ihe Irish 
Btaked all on a tuber, nnd half that number 
in England have staked all on a pod." "Wo 
preached," says the writer, "to tlic Irish on 
their fatuous ruliance oa one edible. We 
proql^lpfldv^^iif np^eriovlprudence in every 



assembly all over tiie world ; yet can any- 
body show us one atom of real difference ? ' 
The Irish were cautioned against placing 
too much dependence on the permanence of 
the potato, but in vain ; perhaps an much 
from necessity as anything else. The pre- 
cariousness of the supply of cotton from the 
American States was in a like manner de- 
monstrated to the cotton spinners of Eng- 
land. They perceived the danger and talked 
about the remedy, hut did nothing. Both 
countries have suffered from their respective 
objects of dependence. English mannfac- 
tureri by taking proper steps — by the ex- 
penditure of a little capital and encouriiging 
tho growth of cotton in their own colonies 
and elsewhere— by a little less greed of 
growing rapidly jich — might have avoided 
the present calamity. 

Harvesting had commenced at our last 
dates. The reports of grain crops vary very 
much from dilloroiit parts ol' tho country, 
h-.it tho general opinion scorned to be thai 
tho yield would nearly come up the overage.

London, Augu,'st IG, IS02. 

The rarliaiuentttiy session is now over and 
our senators have gone to grass. Tlioy have 
had a rather hard time of it this year; but 
tlujy have been set at liberty somewhat earlier 
than usual. Puluicrston has gone through the 
perils of another suiuiner, and in the winter of 
1862 is still lobe — should Providence spare 
his life— the Prime Minister of England. The 
merry old jjolitician has played liis uards well, 
and has shown his wonderful adroitness as u 
statehinan. Shortly after Parliament was 
proiogiied ho ipiito uno.vpectodly ran down to 
Shellicld at the invitation of tlie'.Miiyor. This 
visit is not without interest or siigijestivciiesj. 
i'ersoually, no doubt, he wonid be glad ol any 
legitimate e.\ciise to recognize thu South ; but 
still it has been noticed as rather Birange lh;it 
he fhould be heard at the same iiieeting as ibc 
radical .Mr. Uoebnelc ; and what is still nioro 
Btruugc, that he .should have heard his own pri- 
vate views regarding the South so forcibly e.^- 
preased by the popular ivnegndeTear'em. Mr. 
Uoebuck went in ioi.»t. and branch for the 
South and seemed to rejoice at the disaster.-) ol 
the North. The Ibllowiug account of the 
pre.'icnt aspt'ct of Loudon will pcfcbancc in- 
terest your readers :

fashion and the c.xuinpio of tho aristocracy. 
There arc slrauge tales afloat sonictinies of 
certain jieoplo who, in their endeavor to con- 
form to what they consider right, live for a 
while iu their baeic rooiui, whil.-it iiKpiiriiig 
Iriend.-i are siijipoiied to see by the aspect of 
the house that they too aro gone for their holi- 
day. But I do not bclicvo theMiSlitries, which 
must, 1 am sure, be lualignuut iuventiotis. Cor- 
taiuly there is every laoility for leaving thus 
dusty, crowded inetroi)olis. There arc cheap 
trips to cverywheic, by every ineario of con- 
veyance. I( your desires point to the sea, yon 
havu the command ol all the Kouthcru coast for 
8uiui< of inouoy lidiculously suiull. Do you 
long for the inoors or the lakes? Then you 
can be taken north for n trifle, AVhilc in th!.s 
Hgo of steam and travel you can reach Paris ; 
in uiue hours by tho most comfortable of | 
routes and with the shortest of sea jonrneys. | 
Peojiic who.-e lives arc spent in the country 
caniii't imagine thu longing one has after a 
summer in town for u look at ripening corn 
fields and qaiot lanes and meadows. And yot 
while ou thu one side our railway station.s are 
crowded with jiirties large and small tiius 
rushing away sotiiewhere, ou tho other hand 
still greater uuuiber.i are arriving ; lliey conic 
by tens ol thousands from all parts of the 
country. Never in the iiicruury of man, or, I 
will say, of tho oldest cockney, was London yo 
crowded as at the present tituc, Oiunibu.vjs, 
always numerous, seem to have multiplic<l four 
fold; old wheezy vehicle.^, consigned in years 
gone by to out-of-the-way noolvH and corncifi, 
again see light, and in the hutro of new paint 
and varnish, endeavor lo hide tho signs ol 
decrepitude, which they unfortuuatoly jiotJCsj. 
Cabs are at a premium ; deseriing their . 
stands and logitimato places of hiring, they \ 
prowl about Hcokii'.g for protitablo custom- ' 
ers in unwary stranger* ; hansoms, which i 
aro always of an cccontrio sort, aro now per- 
fectly rampant in their iu.^anu endeavors to 
pass everybody and everything in the Strug- 
gling throng of our thoroughfares. Fo'roign- 
ers literally swarm on our pavements — be- 
whiskored genllomon in top boots, with 
spur.^and br.iided coats, who look something 
between an Au.xtriaii gendarme and a P'ronch 
cook out for a holiday, porvado Leicester 
square and the neighborhood of the Hay- 
market. Crowds of undoubtablo • Mossoos,' 
with white hat.i and mustaches^ are to bo 
seen four or five abreast in I'lccadili, t:n \ 
route for the exhibition, where, alas ! they 
will have to throw away the everlasting; 
cigar or cigarette, without whicli they seein 
unhappy and forlorn. London is, in fact, 
besieged ; but, nevertheless, hopeu to make 
good profit out of-lhe foe. 

On the 9th of November tha Princo of 
Wales will bo of age, and there was a gen- 
eral cvpectalion that on that occasion tie 
would make his first public appearance here, 
and that in the general fe.itivitios wliicli 
would ensue, tho gloorn wliieh has attended 
our court would be gradually broken through. 
There is some disapp'ointmenl felt therefore, 
when we know that the Prince will not bo 
in England at that time, and that we lilinll 
have no opportunity of welcoming our future 
king. Wo liiink it ia hardly a wise policy 
which thus regulates his movements. 

All London will now look with interest to 
the piogre.fs of the Thames embankment, 
the bill for which has, through so much op- 
position, passed into law. In ten years time 
we must hope to see our noble river im- 
proved in every way. Westminster bridge 
is now (juite eoinploted, and liie pathways 
on cither .siiie have boeii opened to the pub- 
lic. It is the broadest bridge we have, as it 
will allow biX vehicles abreast wiili ample 
space for fojt-passuiignrs. At Hnngerlord, 
things 'jre in a slato of transition — Clifion 
near lirislo), having tlic (dd bridge, whilst 
the new one is to bring tho lailway across 
to Chatingcross. A new suspension bridge 
at Lambeth is nearly finished, and we are 
lo havo two new ones at Blackfriars in the 
[ilaee ol iba pre.ient tumble-down affair ; so 
ihal, 1 repeal, in a few years, when all these 
improvements are finished, wo shall be 
proud of our river and its adornments. At 
present, the scatluldiiig and piles with \> hich 
it is crowded, look anything but handsome 
to a stranger, and, as a means to an end, 
wB shall have to endure them for some time. 
I'ho Motrojiolitan railway, that hazardous 
underground iindcnakiiig, was lo have been 
opened iieil month, but through the acci- 
dents with tho old Fleot river, its progress 
has been ilelayed. U it succeeds, we shall 
no doubt li-ivo Lututuu perforated in nil 
di lections with like means of oommaniua- 
tion. 

Of European politics tho present state of 
Italy is even commanding more ir.terost here 
than the war in America. (Jaiibaldi is again 
at large [Since our correspondent wro'.e bo 
he bas been captured. — Ed. Col. J rousing 
the spirit of war among tho inhabitants of 
the southern portion of tho poninsula. Rat- 
uzxi, and the Turin Govornmout are de- 
cidedly opposed to him, but ho is ovidently 
bent on having his own way, Tho follow- 
ing article written by one who is an intimate 
friond of Mniizini and jtba'jparty /of- jioiioii 
may bo accepted as giving a truii version of 
the present position of affairs : 

" i'lio threatened lisiug of tho Garibal- 
diaiis, and their reported collision with the 
Royal troops, suggests serious reflections to 
all who are intorested in Italian affairs. 
During the last two years Italy has done so 
niuoh^tovfards .regailiigg ,^her independence 
and unificaltoii tiiafh'er'beot friends would 
deeply regret on; rash or foolish moverncnl 



whieh might have the effect of postponing 
the long and earnestly looked fur day when 
tho fair Peninaula shall bo free from the 
Alps to..t|ie,Adriatio. In tho estimation uf 
niaiiy'of his sincerest friends iu this country, 
Garibaldi has not spoken with that prudence 
and judgment which the present peculiarly 
critical state uf atl'airs demands. The opi- 
tlute! which he has hurled at Louis Napo- 
leon may have been desorveil, but it was not 
prudent to utter them just now. 

Had Garibaldi and his friends been in the 
position to drive thu French out of Rome in 
spite of themselves, speeches like those de- 
livcrod by the hero of the Vollurno at Pa- 
lermo an<l Marsala would have been, per- 
Imp?, most effective as a means of inciting 
thu erithiisiastiu and exaspcruteil Italians to 
imrncdiato action. But in our opinion it 
would bo all but madiiass in the Italians to 
attompt lo tiike Rome before Venetia is freed 
from tho hated sway uf the Hapsburg.*. 
Sooner or later Rome must be again, as it 
was of old, tho capital of Italy ; but to at- 
tempt to light the French and Roman troop* 
while the Austrians occupy Venetia, and 
greedy for their revenge, would bo to onsure 
atone and tho same time a war with Franue, 
Austria, and the Holy See. 

This i» more than wo can bulieve ovoii 
(iaribaldi is a match fur. Everything con- 
sidered, tlierofore, Garibaldi's recent speeches 
must bo deplored. True, ho and his friends 
iuive not bad that consideration shown them 
which their recent disinterested and mar- 
vellous o.icnloit» entitled tbotu to. 'I'hoy have 
boon snubbed in every possible way ; they 
tiave beot\ kept in tlio background, and, as if 
to add iiisult to injury, souio of Garibaldi'--^ 
bitteicHl personal unemios havo been elevat- 
ed to pu.«tH of honor, while his friunds and 
comiianions iu arms have been treated by 
the Turin Government as if they had been 
traitors to Ibeir oountry. This, wo must re- 
member, is difTioult to bear ; and it is not 
matter of surprise that Garibaldi's followers 
should kick against it. Tliey as.'ert that 
Rata/.zi is nioiely the 'potfocl' of Louis i\a. 
polcon, and iu that respect a man of a very 
difl'crent stamp from his predecessor. Baron 
Ricnsoli : and that the last thing desired ia 
a froo, United, and powerful kingdom. 
Prima facie there are plauiiable reasons why 
tho Emperor of the French should desire 
Italy to remain in her pri^sent eondilion. A 
strong and uniieif Kingdom ol Italy miglii 
iiiterlore with future projected operations on 
the llhirie. While lie maintains his troops 
in Rome he is master of the situation. No 
man knows this better than Louis Napoleon 
himself, and it is by no means likely that 
(Jaiibalili's rash speeches will induce him 
to iela.\ his grasp. 

The more prndent course appears to be, 
that suggested by tho hero of Italian unity, 
Muzzioi. He has all along said that Italy 
can only be made freo by first havi.ig 
Venetia rejoined to her dominions. In any 
contest with tho Austrians tho French would 
allow thu Italians to fight single haiubjd ; at 
any rata, Louis N^ipoloon would not join 
Francis Joseph against Garibaldi and \'ictar 
Emnianuel. Ho says Garibaldi and Victor 
Emuiannel, for wo aro «atisfied, in spite of 
what has been nM to the contrary, that the 
late Dictator,of Sicily and the present King 
of Italy understand each other and will act 
secretly, if not avowdedly, in concert.
